Frederic had a toughie in Boyne 
Falls. and won the game in the 
last 40 seconds.

However, 
Boyne Falls chose to play defen- 
sive ball in the last quarter and 
made a big mistake, for Coach 
Dick Ebert’s lads got the round 
‘ball and went places to the tune 
of a 10-2 bulge. The winning 
bucket was registered by Bob 
Pratt, center, who took a rebound 
off his own backboard and ran it 
down to cage a bucket with 40 
seconds left to play.

Pratt was top scorer for the 
winners WITE O~puckets 10 0 
points, while Forward Frank Skop 
led Boyne Falls with 11 on 4-3. 

Frederic drew the tough side of 
the bracket ahd had two rough 
games while the Snowbirds drew 
the. easier side and  breezed 
throtgh to the finals. 

Frederic, coached by ‘Central 
Michigan College graduate, Dick 
Ebert, was ranked fourth in “D” 
by the United Press and complied, 
an 18-0 record during regular 
Lseason play While sweeping to the 
Snowland Conference. crown.

Ebert in his second year at 
Frederic, a consolidated school 
with only 213 pupils from kinder- 
garten through high scliool, said 
the victory over Cerntal Lake 
was a 100 percent improvement 
over last season.

This season has: seen a big 
change in the fortunes of Fred- 
eric, a town located in the Au- 
Sable state forest on US-27, 
north of Grayling, where the 
main industry is a souvenir plant. 

“We had the biggest cheering 
section of the six teams that 
played in Gaylord Tuesday,” 
Ebert said proudly. “The whole 
town turned out.” ‘ 

Ebert, who at 26 is married 
and the father of two children, is 
in his first job since leaving Cen- 
tral Michigan. A native of near-| 
by Roscommon, he went out for 
freshman baseball at Central, 

.“But then I got married and I 
had to work as well as study,” he 
said. “So I didn’t have_ time to 
play sports.” 

Dick’s Frederic quintet  aver- 
ages only five feet, nine inches. 
Bob Pratt, the leading scorer 
stands six-foot-one. He is the 
only player over six feet. 

“Our offensive average is only 
61 points a game,” Ebert said. 
“But that’s good enough when 
you're holding the other clubs to 
an average-of- 34-points.” 

Last year Frederic had a 7-8 sea 
son mark going into the tourna- 
ment. This year it was 19-0.
